POSTAL NOTES 

The Postal Note system affords a cheap, convenient and reliable 
means for remitting small amounts of money to Canadian or United 
States points. They can be bought as quickly as postage stamps, and 
are paid at destination without any danger of delay in waiting for the 
arrival of corresponding advice, as is sometimes the case with Money 
Orders. They are for sale at the General Post Office daily except Sun¬ 
day, from S.00 to 22.00 o’clock. 


STREET MAIL DELIVERIES 

There are from two to seven Carrier Deliveries throughout the city 
daily except Sunday, the frequency varying according to the business 
importance of the districts served. The first Delivery leaves General 
Post Office at S.00 o’clock, and the last at 17.15 o’clock. There is no 
street delivery service on Sundays, but the Carriers’ Wickets are open 
at the General Post Office from 12.00 to 10.00 o’clock, for delivery to 
applicants who call there.

GENERAL POSTAL INFORMATION 

Register all valuable or important mail, and take pains to pack and 
bind all packages securely to withstand the strain and friction of trans¬ 
portation in bags. 

Ordinary mail to domestic points must be at least partially prepaid: 
to United States and Mexico, at least one rate, to United Kingdom and 
Postal Union Countries generally prepayment of any amount is not 
compulsory. It is, however, advisable that all mail should be fully pre¬ 
paid that delivery at destination may be simplified, and as expeditious 
as possible. 

Registered mail must in every case be fully prepaid. 

Post your mailings early and thereby avoid the dangers of rush 
treatment at the closing hour. 

Newspaper and package mails generally, close two hours earlier 
than letter mails, except when registered, in which case they close only 
one hour earlier.
